Stormer  explained  that  the  aid 
and  resources  that  the  United 
States,  unbeknownst  to  most  of  its 
people,  sends  to  the  Soviets  is  be- 
ing used  to  continue  the  war  in  Viet 
Nam. 

"WE  HELP  them  kill  our  men 
by  giving  them  the  supplies  with 
which  to  do  it,”  he  said. 

He  countered  that  we  are  oppos- 
ing a world-Communist  movement 
in  Viet  Nam  as  opposed  to  a Viet 
Nam.  Cuba,  or  Red  Chinese  brand 
of  communism. 

"AMERICAN  LEADERSHIP  has 

been  unwilling  to  face  up  to  the 
reality  of  the  movement  and  our 
fight  against  if.”  he  contended. 
“We  cannot  mellow  them,  as  hist- 
ory has  proven.  The  Communists; 
can  not  give  uo  the  ideal  of  world 
domination  and  still  be  commun- 
ists.” 

Stormer  suggested  that  more 
than  the  two  “Red  or  dead”  alter- 
natives existed.  Bv  attempting  a 
policy  of  cutting  off  aid  to  Soviet 
countries,  a more  concrete  foot- 
hold might  be  gained  in  defeating 
the  snread  of  Communism,  he  said. 

“Our  Droblem  is  not  exclusively 
Communism.  It  is  also  American, 
apathy,”  he  concluded.  1

Polynesians  Hindered  In  Assembly 


After  long  months  of  practice  working 
dance  routines  to  perfection,  the  Polynesian 
Tri-Clubs  attempted  to  present  their  as- 
sembly to  the  studentbody  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  Thursday. 

However,  two  things  happened  during 
the  assembly  to  discourage  their  efforts. 

The  first  instance  was  when  newly- 
elected  Vice-President  of  Culture  spent 
some  ten  to  15  minutes  outlining  the  ac- 
complishments of  student  government  oyer 
the  past  year  and  what  some  of  the  goals 
for  student  government  are  next  year. 

This  put  the  Polynesian  Assembly 
nearly  twenty  minutes  behind  time  at  the 
start.  But  to  add  insult  to  injury,  a few 
seconds  after  11  o’clock,  right  after  the 
Maori  section  of  the  program,  another  Cul- 
ture official  broke  right  in  the  program  to 
say  that  it  was  going  to  run  overtime,  and 
any  students  that  had  11  a.m.  classes  could 
leave. 

Nearly  one-fourth  of  the  audience 
struggled  out  noisily  interrupting  the  Ta- 
hitian part  of  the  program,  which  was  just 
beginning. 

But  it  also  showed  the  need  of  a clearer 
policy  in  regards  to  Forum  Assemblies.  The 
student  government  felt  the  need  to  cut  off 


the  assembly  so  students  could  get  to  their 
classes  in  time. 

However,  about  a month  ago  ,the  forum 
assembly  in  which  ‘The  Sound  of  Music” 
awards  were  presented  ran  more  than  a half 
hour  overtime  with  no  attempt  made  by 
officials  to  stop  it. 

The  forum  speech  by  BYU  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  two  weeks  ago,  also 
ran  several  minutes  overtime.  Thus  has 
been  the  standard  during  all  of  the  forum 
assemblies  during  the  year.  Some  ended 
ten  minutes  early,  others  are  allowed  to  go 
overtime  considerably. 

A uniform  policy  for  ending  assemblies 
would  help  out  considerably  in  guiding  un- 
fortunate groups  like  the  Polynesian  -clubs 
attempting  to  put  on  their  entertainment. 
The  situation  Thursday  was  especially  un- 
fortunate because  the  Polynesian  assembly 
has  annually,  for  three  years,  been  selected 
as  the  best  assembly  entertainment. 

Another  change  could.be  made  in  as- 
sembly policy.  Some  other  meeting  than  the 
forums  should  be  used  by  student  govern- 
ment to  list  their  accomplishments  and 
goals.  Maybe  a special  assembly  should  be 
called  for  that  purpose.

Geology  Chairman 
Views  Morality,  Science

Scientific  colleagues  from  other 
universities  often  ask  me  if  we 
here  at  BYU  are  restricted  in 
any  way  by  the  Church  in  our 
teaching  of  geology,  particularly 
in  those  areas  dealing  with  the 
age  of  the  earth  and  the  evolution 
of  it  and  its  inhabitants.  I reply 
that  it  is  our  fundamental  belief 
that  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
embraces  all  truth.  In  the  words 
of  Brigham  Young.  “Our  religion 
is  simply  the  truth  . . . whether 
religious,  political,  scientific,  or 
philosophical.” 

PRESIDENT  Young  had  an  in- 
tense curiosity  about  his  sur- 
roundings. “There  is  nothing  I 
would  like  better  to  do  than  to 
learn  Chemistry,  Botany,  Geolo- 
gy. and  Minerclogy,  so  that  I 
could  tell  what  I walk  on,  the 
properties'  of  the  air  I breathe, 
what  I drink,  and  so  forth.” 

(Journal  of  Discourses,  Vol.  16) 

President  Young  also  felt  free 
to  speculate  on  the  mechanics  of 
creation  rather  than  accept  the 
Bibical  account  literally:  ‘Suppos- 
ing that  Adam  w as  formed  actual- 
ly out  of  clay,  out  of  the  same 
kind  of  material  from  which 
bricks  are  formed;  that  with  this 
matter  God  made  the  pattern  of 
a man,  and  breathed  into  it  the 
breath  of  life,  and  left  it  there, 
in  that  state  of  supposed  perfec- 
tion, he  would  have  been  an  adobe 
to  this  day.  He  would  not  have 
known  anything. 

"SOME  OF  YOU  may  doubt  the 
truth  of  what  I now  say,  and 
argue  that  the  Lord  could  teach 
him.  This  is  a mistake.  The  Lord 
could  not  have  taught  him  in  any 
other  way  than  in  the  way  in 
which  he  did  teach  him.  You  be- 
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lieve  Adam  was  made  of  the  dust 
of  this  earth.  This  I do  not  be- 
lieve, tho’  it  is  supposed  that  it 
is  so  written  in  the  Bible;  but 
it  is  not  to  my  understanding.” 
(Deseret  News,  August  3,  1954) 

Apostle  John  A.  Widstoe  taught 
that  scientific  inquiry  was  an 
active  responsibility  of  church 
members.  “To  be  ever  searching 
for  truth,  and  of  course  practis- 
ing it,  is  the  real  business  of 
Latter-day  Saints  . . In  one  sense, 
every  worker' in  science,  in  any 
branch  thereof,  is  contributing  to 
the  truth  of  revealed  religion,  and 
adding  to  our  understanding  of 
the  words  of  revelation.”  (Evi- 
dences and  Reconciliations) 

Brother  Widstoe  had,  for  his 
day,  a rather  liberal  view  of  the 
earth's  antiquity”  ...  all  human 
knowledge,  based  upon  the  pre- 
sent appearance  of  the  earth  and 
the  laws  that  control  known  phe- 
nomena, agree  in  indicating  that 
the  age  of  the  earth  is  very  great, 
running  in  all  probability  into  mil- 
lions of  years.  It  must  have  been 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  years 
since  the  first  life  was  placed  up- 
on earth  ...”  (Joseph  Smith  as 
a Scientist,  1908,  p.  53) 

TO  ME  AS  a scientist,  one  of 
the  beauties  of  the  Gospel  is  its 
appeal  to  reason  rather  than  dog- 
ma, its  glorification  of  intelli- 
gence, its  ability  to  grow  and  to 
change  and  its  insistance  on  the 
right,  even  obligation,  of  each  in- 
dividual to  develop  and  change 
within  a framework  of  intellectual 
and  spiritual  honesty. 

At  this  university  our  opportuni- 
ty to  do  this  was  expressed  in  a 
talk  given  October  30,  1956,  to  the 
faculty  and  students  by  Presi- 
dent David  O.  McKay,  “What- 
ever the  subject  may  be,  the 
principles  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  may  be  elaborated  upon 
without  fear  of  anyone’s  objecting 
and  the  teacher  can  be  free  to 
express  his  honest  conviction  re-

Schools  Need 
Common  Sense 
Says  Rafferty 

“Research  findings  which  fly  in 
the  teeth  of  common  sense  arc  for 
the  birds,”  Dr.  Max  Rafferty, 
superintendent  of  California  Pub- 
lice  Schools  stated  in  a speech 
Thursday  morning. 

"TWENTY  YEARS  ago  re- 
searchers told  us  that  homogen- 
eous groupings  were  impossible, 
he  continued.  “Today  California 
schools  are  dividing  classes  very 
successfully  quite  unconcerned 
with  what  might  be  impossible 
like  the  bumble  bee  that  flies 
from  flower  to  flower  unaware 
that  aerodynamics  says  he  can- 
not possibly  fly.” 

Rafferty  blasted  the  present 
educational  philosophy  saying 
that  American  parents  wanted 
their  children  taught  basic  facts, 
cultivation,  habits  of  diligence 
and  reverence  for  inspiring  heros. 
Teachers  in  the  name  of  de- 
mocracy teach  no  patriotism,  no 
god,  and  no  standard  English 
that  might  make  a low  middle 
class  student  superior  to  his  peer 
group.  Instead  they  emphasize  a 
“nauseous  witche  s brew  of  his- 
tory and  geography  and  call  it 
social  studies  or  even  worse  soc- 
ial living.” 

DR.  RAFFERTY  was  elected 
superintendent  of  California’s 
public  school  system  four  years 
ago  in  a contest  that  drew  na- 
tional attention.  Today  he  heads 
more  schools  containing  more 
school  children  than  any  other 
American  educator.  He  is  being 
sponsored  at  BYU  for  six  lectures 
by  the  Academic  Emphasis  Com- 
mittee. Friday  he  will  present  two 
lectures  in  the  Varsity  Theatre 
at  10  a.m.  “Education  in  Depth” 
and  at  2 p.m.  “The  Riddles  of 
Education.” 

Rafferty  ended  his  Thursday 
lecture  promising  a new  era  in 
parent-teacher  relations  saying 
that  we  are  finally  overcoming 
Dowism.  “Education  is  learning 
to  use  the  tools  which  the  race 
has  found  indispensiable  but  this 
kind  of  education  can  exist  only 
where  the  climate  is  prepared. 
We  are  getting  a little  nearer 
this  now.” 

“Our  duty  is  not  to  teach  ad- 
justment, but  to  encourage  in- 
dividuals that  will  make  the  en- 
vironment adjust  to  them.  What 
would  have  happened  if  our  fore- 
fathers adjusted  to  log  cabins  and 
Indian  raids  without  attempting 
to  change  the  environment  per- 
mently?”  he  challanged.

THESE  SCHOOLS  ATTEMPT  to 

solve  their  problems  by  either  re- 
stricting enrollment,  increasing 
tuition,  accepting  federal  funds, 
through  large  fund  raising  pro- 
grams or  a combination  of  these 
solutions. 

Unfortunately,  most  of  these  solu- 
tions either  are  impractical  for 
BYU  or  would  defeat  the  Univer- 
sity’s purpose. 

For  instance,  if  the  University 
were  to  restrict  enrollment,  it 
Would  have  to  either  raise  aca- 
demic requirements,  restrict  en- 
rollment to  worthy  Church  mem-

vard’s best  interest.”

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U.S.  Troops  Encircle  300  Cong 


SAIGON,  (AP)— American  troops  : 
killed  100  Viet  Cong  in  ce*«.iji  Viet| 
Nam  Thursday  and  with  South 
Vietnamese  forces,  have  forged  a 
duble  ring  around  300  to  400  more 
trapped  in  a valley,  a U.S.  spokes- 1 
man  reported.  It  was  the  first 
heavy  fighting  in  three  weeks. 

UNITS  OF  the  U.S.  1st  Air  Cava- j 
lry  Division  clashed  with  the  large 
enemy  force  in  the  Bong  Son  area,  j 
280  miles  northeast  of  Saigon  and 
the  scene  of  major  fighting  earlier  i 
this  year. 

The  battle  erupted  during  the  | 
first  rains  of  the  monsoon  season  i 
as  Allied  troops  were  on  the  alert  | 


for  a possible  Communist  offensive. 
Whether  the  Viet  Cong  near  Bong 
Son  were  massing  for  an  attack 
under  cover  of  the  rains  was  not 
known. 

ASSOCIATED  PRESS  corres- 
pondent Bob  Poos,  reporting  from 
the  battle  area,  said  Allied  forces 
in  the  Bong  Son  area  had  seized 
heights  and  thrown  two  encircling 
rings  around  what  is  believed  to  be 
a reinforced  battalion. 

The  action  continued  Thursday 
night  and  there  were  indications 
that  the  Communists  intended  to 
fight  it  out  to  the  end. 


Digging  in,  the  Communists  were 
reported  fighting  back  with  mor- 
tars, machine  guns,  recoilless  rifles 
and  rifles  in  heavy  exchanges  of 
fire.  Poos  said.  U.S.  casualties  were 
reported  to  be  light,  however. 


IN  THE  AIR  war,  U.S.  Air  Force 
and  Navy  planes  took  advantage 
of  a break  in  the  weather  to  swarm 
over  North  Viet  Nam  after  a two- 
day  lull  enforced  by  the  monsoon 
rains.  They  attacked  bridges  and 
supply  routes  but  no  specific  tar- 
gets were  listed.  Nor  was  there 
any  indication  of  how  many  miss- 
ions were  flown.
